F r i d a y night of 
heart failure at his 
apartm ents in the 
Windsor hotel. At 
the 
tim e 
of his 
death there were 
present Mrs. Bar­ 
rett, Dr. P. F. Cham­ 
bers, 
the 
profes­ 
sional nurse a n d 
Mr. Barrett’s m an­ 
ager. 
It was a quick

the celebrated actor, from the histrionic 
boards to the tomb of death; yet so far 
as the physician was concerned Mr. 
Barrett’s 
death 
was 
not 
w ithout 
foreshadowing. 
W ednesday 
evening 
Dr. P. IL Chambers w as summoned to 
Mr. Barrett’s room. 
The latter com­ 
plained to the physician of a cold, and 
wondered w hether it w ould preclude 
the possibility of his perform ing that 
night. 
He insisted upon going to the 
theater, but as he w as taken w ith a 
chill he w as forced to return home. 
At ll o’clock that night Dr. Chambers 
was again summoned and found Mr. 
Barrett w th a high fever and a rapid 
pulse. 
A thorough exam ination re­ 
vealed no pneumonia, w hich the phy­ 
sician 
was 
fearful 
would 
prove 
fatal should 
it 
set 
in. 
It 
w as 
Thursday that the first indication of 
pneumonia m anifested itself, aud Dr. 
Chambers, fearing 
the 
wprst, tele­ 
graphed for Mrs. Barrett, who w as in 
Boston. 
Mrs. Barrett arrived at her 
husband’s bedside Thursday evening. 
Mr. Barrett’s fam ily physician, Dr. Oli­ 
ver, of Boston, was likew ise telegraphed 
f§r and arrived Friday morning. 
The tw o physicians made a careful 
exam ination, and found that pneum onia 
had developed in the right lung. 
T he 
patient’s temperature Friday m orning 
was 1 0 3 pulse 120, respiration fluctu­ 
ating betw een 34 and 36. 
Another 
consultation was held in the after­ 
noon, 
there 
being no change. 
An 
appointment 
was 
then 
made 
be­ 
tw een 
the 
physicians 
to 
m eet 
again for consultation at IO o’clock 
at night. 
Betw een the hours of 5 and 
IO o’clock Mr. Barrett’s tem perature 
had risen to 105, while his pulse had 
grown perceptibly 
weaker. 
At IO 
o’clock Drs. Chambers and Oliver w ent 
to Mr. Barrett s room. 
At this tim e 
Mr. Barrett was in a com atose con­ 
dition. from whlcli, lw i.L .v,., k . w as 
roused and appeared to be entirely 
conscious of his surroundings. 
Soon 
there was an evident failing, and at 
10:45 the actor breathed his last. 
Mr. 
Barrett 
during his Broadway 
theater engagem ent had been night and 
day at work, and it is thought that 
w hile he w as rehearsing the com pany 
for the plays in Mr. Booth’s repertory 
he caught cold. 
T his cold gradually 
grew worse. 
He did not mind it, 
however, and kept on w ith his work. 
Monday and Tuesday of this w eek he 
coughed incessantly during his work, 
but had no thoughts of giving up. 
W ednesday he felt ill, and it w as all he 
eould do to 
m anage 
through 
the 
first three acts of “R ichelieu,” in which 
he played the part of de Mauprat to 
Mr. Booth’s Richelieu. 
He then found 
that he would have to rest, and allow ed 
Mr. Hanley to finish the part for him. 
H e still thought nothing of his ill­ 
ness, and w as so sure that he w ould be 
able to play Thursday night in “Mac­ 
beth” that he ordered no change of the 
cast in the house bills. Thursday, how ­ 
ever, he w as unable to leave his bed, 
and it w as said that he w as then suffer­ 
ing from the grip. 
People who knew 
the actor then felt sure that he m ust be 
very sick to keep from work. 
The funeral w ill take place probably 
in Boston and the manager of Booth 
and Barrett w ill have full charge of all 
the arrangements. 
A t the tim e 
of his 
partner and 
friend's death Edwin Booth w as at the 
Players’ club in bed asleep. He did not 
receive notice until m idnight and w as 
deeply affected at the new s of the de­ 
mise. 
BARRETT'S UVE SKETCHED. 
Lawrence Bar rett was born in Paterson, N. 
, on April 4, 1838. His father was an Irish 
man and his mother a frugal American. 
His 
mother did her best to gain for her children a 
good 
education. Barrett 
was bickly 
and 
feeble. 
His 
health 
improved 
after his 
family 
removed 
to 
Detroit, 
while 
ha 
was quite young. 
But the family was poor, 
and he had to seek employment while still a 
boy. He accordingly became call-boy at the 
leading theater of the city. He attracted the 
attention of the manager, and in 1853 made his 
debut In a small part in “The French Spy. "In 
1854, then but IO years old, he once played 
Romeo to Julia Dean's Juliet. In 1850 he made a 
formal debut In New York at a minor theater 
as Sir Thomas Clifford in “The Hunchback.” 
He was then employed at Burton’s. In 1859 he 
was leading man at the Howard Athanmum, 
Boston. He became a soldier during the war 
and came out as captain in the Twenty-eighth 
regiment of Massachusetts volunteers. 
Mr. Barrett's sturdy ambition has always 
characterized him. Thus he was not altogether 
successful on his tlrst trip to England, in 
1807, but, like Disraeli in parliament, be was 
finally heard. In 1807 he toured in California 
with John McCullough. In 1809 he played in 
Liverpool. In November, 1809, and thereabouts 
he was the leading man with Booth. In 1870 
he was associated with John McCullough in Cal­ 
ifornia, assisting with great credit in the di­ 
rection of the San Francisco theater. Decem­ 
ber 87, 1875, he began the remarkable produc­ 
tion of “Julius CsBsar" at Booth’s theater. Tho 
run lasted 103 nights. December 4,1870, Bar­ 
rett appeared as King Lear. October 3, 1881, 
he played “Richelieu” at 
Haverly’s Fifth 
avenue theater. October 14. with Edwin Booth, 
be gave a matinee, “Othello.” for the benefit 
of the sufferers in the Michigan fire. Decem­ 
ber 5, 1881, he produced Mr. Young’s “Pen 
dragon" at McVicker’s theater, Chicago. Sep­ 
tember 14, 1882. he put forward Baker's “Fran 
cesca da Rimini" at Philadelphia, and gave it 
in revised form at the Star theater, New York, 
August 27, 1883. 
July 26, 1883, Mr. Barrett’s (laughter became 
the wife of Baron lied er at Stuttgart, Ger­ 
many, Mr. Barrett being then in Europe. He 


played in 
England this season and began 
In 
August, 
1884, 
his 
regular 
tour 
of 
this 
country. 
February 9, 1886. he pro­ 
duced 
at 
the 
Star 
theater 
“A 
Blot 
on the 
’Scutcheon.” 
He 
brought 
out 
"Hernani" in Philadelphia about this time and 
WM teen In it at the Star theater February I, 
I88A “Rienzi” was his next elaborate produc 
lion, first in Washington December 13. 
Th* season of 1887 began with the Booth-Bar- 
rett combination, and on December 86, 1887, the 
two actors appeared at the Academy of Music, 
New York, In “Julius Casar.” Mr. Barrett as 
Cassius, Hr. Booth aa Bratus. 
Such audiences .were never known in tigs 


theaters o* the L’nitee eftates as' patronized 
Booth and Barrett throughout the season, the 
unprecedented su ccess of which is defined by 
the fact that the profit to the tragedians, above 
all expenses, was a little In excess of <600.000. 
In 1889 the 
two 
actors 
were 
separated, 
though Mr. Booth w as still under Mr. Bar­ 
rett's m anagem ent, playing w ith Mme. Mod-I 
Jeska. 
In this season Mr. Barrett produced 
“Ganelon” In Chicago and other cities, but 
was obliged to abandon his tour before reach­ 
ing New York on account of his health. 
H e had already been to Germany to find a 
cure for the 
sw elling 
th at appeared 
on 
his neck, and tw o operations were performed 
In Boston. 
These seem ed quite successful, 
and he went to Germany again to recover 
strength. 
Ile returned last ^ m m e r to arrange 
for the present season w i t h e r . Booth. 
Since 
the beginning of the N ew York engagem ent 
Mr. Barrett has been seen in fourteen plays, 
som etim es alone, som etim es w ith Mr. Booth. 
In the course of his long professional life as 
a star alone on the professional stage Mr. 
Barrett had am assed a large fortune, which 
he dispensed with a graceful and judicious hos­ 
pitality. 
H is house in F ifth avenue, N ew 
York, was a favorite trysting place with the 
literary and artistic circles of the Em pire city.

The result is 
extraor­ 
dinary. 
U ntil 
tw o Sundays 
ago 
5,300 m asses were celebrated in Rome 
every Sunday; the number is now re­ 
duced to 800. 
One hundred and fifty- 
tw o churches are to be closed at once 
and their altars demolished. 
The pic­ 
tures and statues, except such as the 
state thinks proper to reserve for pub­ 
lic 
galleries, 
are 
to 
be sold by 
public 
auction. 
In 
the rest 
of 
Italy 
they 
w ill 
be 
destroyed, 
and not even rem ote villages w ill be 
exem pt from this stern decree.

restrained, and shortly before 9 o’clock 
the crowd outside the doors broke them 
down and a number of people w ere in­ 
jured in the rush. 
One hundred and 
fifty policem en w ere kept busy a quar­ 
ter of an hour to drive the new arrival* 
out of the hall. 
The m eeting w as opened prom ptly at 
8 o’clock. 
The presiding officer w as A. 
de Angelo. 
The speeches w ere nearly 
all in Italian and the denunciations of 
the 
N ew 
Orleans 
tragedy 
were 
alm ost 
terrifying 
in 
their 
vehe­ 
mence. 
There w as hardly a sentence 
that w as not applauded to the echo, 
especially w hen the speaker spoke of 
th e necessity for satisfaction for the 
killing. 
The m eeting w as an orderly 
one, 
barring 
the 
great excitement 
shown. 
W hen President de A ngelo stepped to 
the front on the platform and rapped 
for order there w as a lu ll in the not** 
o f the hall. 
He said, quietly and im­ 
pressively: 
“ Italiani.” 
A moment's 
silence, 
then 
a 
roar 
of 
“ bravo” 
burst 
from 
the 
thou­ 
sands of 
Italian 
throats. 
The ap­ 
plause w as resistless in its vehemence 
for fully five m inutes, and so it wa* 
through the entire m eeting. 
Every 
man w as excited to the highest pitch. 
B ut a word seemed necessary to trans­ 
form them into a throng of demons. 
The com m ittee in charge seem ed to real­ 
ize this, and took every precaution to 
avoid any trouble. 
T hat there was danger w as shown as 
the m eeting w as about to close. The 
resolutions w ere being read when sev­ 
eral persons in different parts of the 
hall arose and asked to be allowed to 
speak. 
T hese requests w ere promptly 
refused by the chairman. 
The men 
who wanted to speak then appealed to 
their fellow s, asking if they meant to 
sit there inactive and urging them to 
act and revenge the w rongs done in 
New Orleans. 
The instant they began to talk in this 
way the prom inent m en on the plat­ 
form sprang into the aisles and urged 
the audience to be quiet and orderly. 
M eantime the police had taken th* rint 
inciters in nam* auu 
them 
o a t of the hall. 
It w as a critical 
m om ent and the leading m en o f the 
m eeting acted none too soon. 
They 
adm itted after the m eeting th at had 
they allow ed any one of those in tho 
audience to speak for five m inutes 
bloodshed would have follow ed, as tho 
m en present 
would 
h a v i 
been so 
w rought up that they w ould have start­ 
ed a riot alm ost w ithout know ing why. 
T he chief speeches w ere made by tho 
three Italian editors and in the main 
were w ithin bonds of reasonable e x ­ 
pectation. 
Dr. A sset ta said he was 
there to protest against the villains 
who

N ew Orleans. 
It w as a deed 
not 
done 
by

American peo­ 
ple,

He 
eon- 
dem ned the French press for its hostile 
attitude and criticised its attem pts to 
justify the m assacre. T he French were 
their w orst enem ies, and if war broke 
out the French would not be spared. 
T he representative of the Italian daily 
paper, l l Cristofero Colombo, declared: 
“We Italians, classed as hot-blooded and al­ 
ready compared to the volcanoes of our coun­ 
try, de not wish for war with this nation, our 
seoond fatherland; our navy Is certainly for 
other enemies; the first shot of our cannons 
must be aimed at that odious Austrian flag. 
not at the stars and stripes, the flag of 
liberty. A just reparation Is what wa ask for. 
We demand it without fear, and the federal au 
thorltles will surely grant it to us. We do not 
care to know lf the eleven massacred human 
beings were guilty or not, but v a look et It 
that they weie acquitted by rn court, end that is 
enough.” 
R esolutions deploring and denounc­ 
ing the tragedy and dem anding repara­ 
tion w ere passed and ordered sent to 
President Harrison and Italy’s premier. *

Mich, March 21.—Joseph 
Perrien, proprietor of one of the largest 
I flouring mills in Detroit and a million­ 
aire, was called to his door by a stranger 
Thursday night with a message said to 
come from an intimate friend who was 
ill and desiring Mr. Perrien's attend­ 
ance. 
Mr. Perrien left his home with 
the stranger about IO o'clock, entered a 
coupe with him and went away. 
At I o'clock 
Friday morning1 the 
Perrien home door bell was rung and 
an envelope thrust in by a young man 
who immediately disappeared. 
The 
envelope contained a check for 815,000 
on the Peninsular bank, of which Mr. 
Perrien is vice president and a large 
stockholder, a promissory note for 
815,000, 
payable in 
five days, and 
a 
letter to Mr. 
Perrien’s nephew, 
Mr. Hesselbaeher, advising him to cash 
the check, negotiate the note, or, fail­ 
ing either, to raise 815,000 on his own 
property, to be paid as a ransom for 
Mr. Perrien, who was was being held 
by some parties whom the letter did not 
disclose. The letter appointed a rendez­ 
vous at which the money might be paid 
this evening. 
The police were immediately put to 
work upon the ease, but had no clew 
either to the persons who kidnaped 
Perrien or to his present whereabouts.

War incidents are not always coaficec 
to the soldiers. Now and then the name 
of one of the gentler sex creeps into the 
reminiscenses of the great straggle. It 
was in the summer cf 1863, after the fall 
of Vicksburg, while the Eighth regiment 
(Colonel W .B . Britton) was in camp 
near Black River, Mississippi, that Mrs 
Britton and Mrs. W. H . Sargent deter­ 
mined on visiting the army. They made 
calculations to reaoh Cairo in time to 
take the t teamer Ruth, a government 
boat which on this trip had several pay­ 
masters on board, and six million dol­ 
lars in greenbacks for Grant’s army. 
The ladies started from Jsnssvillo at 
midnight bound for Cairo to meet the 
Bath. They arrived id Cairo, and unt­ 
ried to the landing. To their great 
discomfiture just as they reached the 
landing they saw the gang plank of the 
Ruth pulled in, and 
the great boat 
with her six millions of dollars steamed 
on down the liver. 
While they were be­ 
wailing their misfortune, however, the 
Anderson oame up to the landing bound 
from St. Louis to Vicksburg. The ladies 
took passage on this boat, and just be­ 
fore sunset they had cause to change 
their regret over misting the Rntb,to re-, 
joining. Near Columbus they steamed 
by the Ruth, in midstream, and saw the 
big side-wheeler enveloped in flames, 
the passengers and crew tryiog to es­ 
cape. Assistance was given the ih-fated 
passengers, but by this time the boat it­ 
self was a total wreck, and among the 
ashes in her boid were 6ome charred bits 
that represented six million dollars in 
money. 


How L e e ’s P l a n s W e r e R e v e a l e d .

valuable papers, re-joined Gar corps, md 
the papers were placed in General Hook­ 
er’s hands.”
